I would like to but I have questions about the regulations involved in doing 
so. The machine(s) I have are hooked up on both the Internet and packet. By 
hooked on the Internet, I mean that I not only have E-Mail but I can route 
IP packets to/from the rest of the Internet. 


What I would *likex to do is figure a way to allow packet-to-Internet bridging. 
Unfortunately, from what understand about the rules and regs for hams, I can't 
do this, because I am responsible for whatever information crosses that bridge, 
which would require that I (probably manually) review EVERY packet. Clearly, 
this could not be achieved (with or without an expert system). 


Even something as simple as an E-Mail gateway is troublesome. Again, the same 
rules and regs apply, so that means that I would end up reviewing every message 
that goes through the gateway.

All the ampr.org addresses are valid Internet addresses. 
Whether they are connected to the rest of the Internet is 
another matter... :-) 


In fact, there are a couple of easy ways to do this. One way 
is to put an ampr.org host into another Internet domain. Try 
pinging mac.nébis.ampr.org and you'll see what I mean. I don't 


have that system connected to the Internet right now, so there 
won't be any response to the ping. But it's still listed in 
the nameserver and you'll see that it is not within Net 44. 
Yet it was fully on the Internet when it was hooked up. 


Dave has taken another approach: he's using a regular Internet 
host to forward mail to his ampr.org machine:

So, as has been stated here numerous times, the name is not the 
address, the map is not the territory, and you can't assume things 
about an ampr.org host's physical connectivity from its name!

this program.
